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Laos peace pact: 


Both to share rule 


VIENTIANE, Lass (AP). — The 
Communist Pathet Lao announced 
last night a political and military 
agreement with Prime Minister Sou- 
vanna Phouma that will establish 
the Provisional National Union Gov- 
ernment, equally divided among 
Communists and non-Communists. 
its effect on the U.S. appeared to 
be to further reduce American in- 
volvement, by calling for the dis- 
mantiing of CIA bases in Laos, thus 
ending years of the “secret war,” 
which is only now coming to light 
in the U.S. Congress. There are 
now about 1,200 Americans in Laos. 

The ent provides that both 
the administrative capital of Vien- 
tlane and the royal capital of Luang 
Prabang be neutralized. The final 
settlement had been blocked by 
Communist demands that they be 
allowed to deploy three battalions 
of infantry in each city. It waa not 
immediately known how this issue 
was resolved, nor was it known 
what the make-up of the coalition 
government would be. 

The Communist side had been 
preasing to install Prince Soupha- 
“nouvong as the sole Vice-premier.

Order restored at 


Oklahoma prison 


MCALESTER, Oklahoma (UPI). — 
Highway patrolmen carrying rifles 
and machineguns peacefully rececu- 
pied the smoking ruins of the Okla- 
homa State Prison yesterday and 
officials said the three-day rebellion 
of more than 800 convicts was 
“well under control.” 


The inmates were moved out of 
the cell blocks they had held since 
Friday and into the courtyard of 
the two-block ‘long prison,, where 
they were searched for weapons. 


“The inmates voluntarily evacu- 
ated all four of the cell ‘blocks at 
9.49 am.” said Ed Hardy, press 
secretary for Governor David Hall. 
“They have cooperated fully. To my 
knowledge there was no necessity 
to use force. As far as.I can tell, 
we have the situation well under 
controL” 


Prison Officials said many of the 
convicts were drunk on “moonshine” 
whiskey or hopped up on narcotics 
taken from the prison hospital One 
officer said, “They made the booze 
tight here in prison. Most of the 
ringleaders were drunk.” 


Informed sources said that both 
sides had agreed on two zones of 
control, the Communist zone en* 
compassing about 80 per cent geo- 
graphically of the country. 

The sources said they did not 
know the exact date of the signing 
this week. 

Other sources said that in tra- 
ditional Laos custom, the two sides 
would consult their astrologers for 
an auspicious day for the signing 
ceremony. 

‘The announcement came suddenly 
but was not unexpected. The agree- 
ment was seen as 2 bright spot in 
an otherwise dismal Scene, 
with turbulence sti! prevailing in 
South Vietnam and Cambodia. It 
appeared unlikely that the agree- 
ment would have any immediate ef- 
fect on the other two Indochina 
countries. 

The Vietcong delegation to the 
Paris peace talks yesterday hailed 
the reported Laos peace ent 
as “a step to consolidate peace 
throughout Indochina." 

4. spokesman ‘noted, however, that 
the Laos agreement “should have 
been made long ago under the terms 

of the Vientiane agreement,” which 
‘called for such a solution to the 
drawn-out Laotian war.

— Fighting 
was reported only three 
kms. from Phnom Penh’s Pochen- 
tong airport, where patrols clashed

BONN (Reuter). — A U.S. Intel-

Major-General Aaron, Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Tatelligence in 
the U.8.
